FROM HAY RIVER. 


Ed. Nagle and W. Clark, with two Dog. 


Rib Indian dog drivers, Bob Erasmus and 
Susie Smith. arrived by dog train from 
Fort Resolution, yesterday. They left 
Resolution on the 18th day of February, 
laid over six days to rest their dogs, and ar- 
rived at the Landing on the 12th. 


W. Clark, with Harry Anthony end 
Ernest George, wintered at the Big Hay 
lakes, on the Hay river, 100 miles above 
the Alexandria falls aud 150 miles from the 
Mission at the mouth of the river. They 
hunted and trapped, but the catch was 
small, as it is all through the north this 
year. The Hay river isa muskeg stream, 
its source is muskeg and its course is almost 
entirely through muskeg to its mouth. The 
Alexandria falls are 50 or 60 miles up the 
river and to view them well repays the 
traveller for his trip. They fall for 150 
feet over limestone rock. Miss Tims, one 
of the teachers at the mission, visited them 
Jast fail under the guidance of Messrs. 
Clark and Anthony, and won the distinc- 
tion of being the first woman who had ever 
viewed them. 


Regarding the reported strike of gold, 
Mr. Clark states that heand Harry Anthony 
were the innocent cause of the repert, 
through telling an inquiring and too 
credulous steak who asked how their fur 
catch was, that they had given up the fur 
business to pan gold which they had struck 
at $75a pan. The breed, being an innocent 
child of nature, believed the story and re- 
peated it, not forgetting to double the 
amount to $150 a pan. Thus the report 
reached tne mission and afterwards the 
Yukon parties at Resolution, through whom 
it passed. out te civilization. 


The winter at Resolution and Hay river 
was one of the mildest ever experienced in 
the north. The lowest point reached by 
the thermometer was 38 below. 


Messrs. Clark and Anthony came out to 
Resolution for New Years anda met the 
Edmonton parties who are wintering there. 
The Langworthy party have divided for the 
purpose of prospecting. Langworthy, 
Marks and Braine teave with a light canoe 
on the first water to go ahead down the 
Mackenzie aud cross over to the Yukon 
river, while Watt and Wooley follow with 
the outfit and prospect streams east of the 
mountains. 

Harry Anthony left Hay river on the 10th 
of February with Sol. Hore. and Lafayette 
Graham of the Warmolt’s party and a team 
of six dogs, to strike for the gold fields over 
the snow by way of Fort Simpson, thence 
up the Liard, up Beaver river, and across 
to the headwaters of the Pelly. They 
partly expect to come across the Stephen 
and Pelly and Wright parties, who, from 
Indian reports which they received, are 


wintering at Toad river post this 
side of Hell Gate divide, and 
portaging their supplies over on the 
snow. Another party, Chas. Kemp, of 


Montreal, Jos. Prophet, of England, a man 

eer Montana Joe, and Frank McLeod, 
guide, left Resolution on the 17th of Feb- 
ruary with two dog trains to make about 
the same trip as Anthony. The other 
members of the Warmolts party intend 
| waiting until spring opens. Bock, who left 
here to rejoin the Warmolts expedition was 
not met on the road. 

J. 8. Camsell, of the H. B. Co,, the 
police patrol under Insp. Routledge, Jimmy 
Fraser, who is trading for Colin Fraser, 
and Peter Lutid, are expected in any day, 
as they left Resolution almost the same 
time as Messrs. Nagle and Clark. M. 
Connors also should be in to-day. 


SUPREME CQURT. 


The civil action of Thos. Byers vs. 
John Hare, came up on Saturday after- 
noon last. The action was one brought 
by Byers against Hare for damages for 
conversion of the plaintiff's horse. 
Judgment for plaintiff and an order 
made that he be given possession of 
the horse.

Sudgments were received last night 
by the deputy clerk of the court, in 
the saveral actions brought against T. 
B. H. Cochrane, which were heard at 
the sitting of the court here in January 
last before Mr. Justice Scott. The 
several cases were disposed of as 
follows : 


Kelly & Lubbock vs. Cochrane: Ar 
action to recover from the defendant 
the amount of the plaintiff's account 
for livery rigs supplied to him prior to

June 23rd, 1895. The defendant’s 
contention was that as he had ferward- 
ed his agents here the sum of $1,000 
with which to liquidate expenses of 
this nature, that such payment to his 
agents was a payment to the plaintiffs 
and that they had been paid through 
his agents. The judge held that the 
facts did not go to show that the plain- 
tiffs held the agents for the amount of 
the account, and therefore, gave judg- 
ment for plaintiff for $159.50 and $15 
interest, making a total of $175.50. 
Harry H. Robertson and J.C. F. Bowa 
for plaintiffs, J. B. Smith, Q. C., Cal- 
gary, for defendant. 
Alf. Brown vs. Cochrane: Action 
ona similar account, and facts the 
same. Judgment given for plaintiff 
for $242 and $24.80 costs, in all 
$266.80. Harry H, Robertson aud J. 
C. F. Bown for plaintiff, J. B. Smith, 
Q. C,, Calgary, for defendant. 
W. S. Edmiston vs. Cochrane: This 
was an action by the plaintiff against 
the defendant for monies paid out by 
him as the ageut of the defendant, and 
at the defendant’s request. in May and 
June 1895, in connection with the late 
Dominion elections. The defendant 
moved to amend his slatement of de- 
fence and plead the Dominion Elec- 
tions’ Act, but amendment was not 
allowed. The judge held that the 
plaintiff had proven his account and 
accordingly gave judgment in plaintiff’s 
favor for $554.68 and $52.40 interest, 
a total of $607.09. Harry H. Robert- 
son andJ.C.F. Bown for plaintiff, J. B. 
Smith, Q. C., Calgary, for defendant. 

Henti De Roux vs. Cochrane: An 
action brought by De Roux for liquor 
supplied during the Dominion electicn 
campaign. As in the Edmiston case 
the defendant was not allowed to plead 
the Dominion Elections’ Act. The 
judge held that as the entries made in 
the book could not be proven by De 
Roux, having been made by one Mog- 
ridge then absent, the plaintiff had 
not succeeded in proving his claim for 
the full amount claimed, namely $245,- 
95, but allowed $50 of the amoutit. 
As the plaintiff's claim admitted that 
amount of credit, the judge offset the 
two amounts and gave judgment for 
the defendant. Harry H. Robertson 
and J. C. F. Bown for the plaintiff, 
J.B. Smith, Q. C., Calgary, for de- 
fendant.

STICKINE RAILWAY AGREE- 


MENT. 

The bill incorporating the ‘“ Cana- 
dian Yukon railway company” has 
been printed, with the agreement 
entered into by the government with 
Mackenzie & Mann the provisional 
directors of the company and has been 
laid before parliament in printed form. 


Section 1 provides that the raiiway 
shall be completed from navigation 
on the Stickine to navigation on Teslin 
lake befora Sept. Ist, 98. It is to 
be of the general standard of the 
Kaslo and Slocan railway in British 
Columbia, and the same guage, which 
is three feet six inches. The terminal 
points are not selected and no plans 
of the railway are required. The 
approximate length is given as 150 
miles. It is provided: 


“That for the purposes of the sea- 
son of 1898 and of complying with the 
requirements of this contract in re- 
spect to the completion of the line | 
on or before that date, the contrac- 
tors shall have the rails laid in such 
manner as will permit of regular 
and efficient operation of the rail- 
way, although the whole work be 
not fully completed, and if the said 
railway be sufficiently equipped for 
such operation.” 


Section 2, gives the company power 
to extend northward to Dawson and 
southward to an ocean port in British | 
Columbia ; to construct branch lines 
from the railway or from navigable 
waters to any property owned by the 
company, and to construct from the 
waters of Lynn canal to Fort Selkirk, 
subject to the consent of the governor- 
in-council. 
construct telephone and_ telegraph 
lines and construct smelting works, 

Section 4. “For five years from 
the lst September, 1898, no line of 
railway shall be authorized by 
parliament to be conetructed from 
Lynn eanal or thereabouts, or from 
any point at or near the interna- 
tional boundary between Canada 
and Alaska into the Yukon district, 
and for five years from said date no 
aid in land or money shall be grant- 
ed to any person or company other 
than the contractors and the con- 
tractor’s company to assist in build- 
ing any such railway. 

Section 5. “The contractors and 
the contractors company shall be 
entitled to receive in preference te 
any other person or company dur- 
ing ten years from the said Ist of 
Septemlcr, 1898, such aid or as- 
sistance in land or money as the 
government may be authorized and 
may see fit to grant in aid of a line 


of rails ay from the Stickine river 
to an ocean port in British Co- 
lum bia.” 

Section 6, Tolls over the line 


from Stickine river to Teslin lake are 
to be fixed by the governor-in-council. 
At the end of four years they are to 
be reduced 25 per cent. At the end 
of seven years they are to be reduced 
again by 25 per cent. And at the 
end of ten years they are to be subject 
to the general railway laws of Canada. 

Section 7. The land granted the 
cempany is not to be subject to Do- 
minion or provincial taxation for ten 
years from the granting thereof, but 
it is to be subject to municipal 
taxation. 

Section 8. A sleigh road is to be 
completed by March 15th with stop- 
ping places every 25 miles. 

Section 9. The contractors must 
provide steamboat transportation from 
Teslin lake to Dawson City. 

Section 10. The contractors must 
deposit within ten fdays'from date of 
contract $250,000 as “security, to 
draw three per cent. interest until 
repaid. 


Section 11. The governments grants 
25,000 acres of land per mile for every 
mile of the railway. The land to be 
selected north of the 60th parallel and 
west of the Mackenzie river. The 
land is to become vested in the con- 
tractors on the railway being com- 
pleted by the government, and. upon 
the land being selected. 


Section 12. Each tract of land 
selected by the contractors shall be in 
area not less than six by twenty-four 
miles. In each such area there are 
eight sub-divisipns three miles by six. 
These sub-divisions are numbered 
consecutively. The odd numbered 
ones to be the property of the con- 
taactors, the even numbered to be the 
property of the government. The 
tracts may<be more than 24 miles in 
length in which the blocks will be 
continued and allotted as already 
stated. When a tract is taken along 
astream or water course a_ centre 
line must be surveyed, but elsewhere 
the tract may be taken without survey 
merely on establishing a starting 
point. In case the base line is not 
straight the blocks may be varied in 
shape to accommodate the direction of 
the line, but the size must remain 
apportionately the same. The con- 
tractors may select additional blocks

Section 13. Half the land must be 
selected within three years from Sept. 
ist, “98, and the remainder within 
six years from that date. 


Section 14. The beds of the rivers 
; Yukon, Lewes and Hootalinqua, and 
of Lakes Teslin, Bennett, Tagish, La- 
barge and Maish and the banks for 
25 feet above high water mark are 
exempt from selectioa by the con- 
tractors. 
Section 15. The contractors shall 
not impede navigation on the streams. 
Section 16. “Any and ail min- 
ing claims actually held and re- 
corded pursuant to government re- 
gulations by a free miner or free 
miners and being within a_ block of 
land taken or selected by the con- 
tractors hereunder shall be except- 
ed from the grant and shall not 
pass to the contractors, provided 
that such claims have been so 
actually held and recorded prior to 
the base line, along or with re- 
ference to which such block is taken 
being actually ran and worked on 
the ground by the contractors. 


Section 18. A royalty of one per 
cent. is to be paid on all gold mined 
in the lands selected. 


Section 18. As soon as ten miles 
of the rai}way are in running order 
the contractors may select -92,160 
acres of land or two twenty-four mile 
ee On the completion of each 
additional ten miles two more tracts 
or 92,160 acres may be selected. Only 
miners’ claims which have been regis- 
tered on these tracts before selection 
by the centractors will be recognized. 


Section 19. If any land in any of 
the contractors blocks has been al- 
ready taken by free miners, the con- 
tractors may select a corresponding 
additional amount. 


Section 20. Lands are to be sold 

r farming purposes at prices to be 

ie by the governor-in-council, but 

this does not apply to town sites, and 
all minerals resurved. 


Section 21. Provides for immediate 
inspection and acceptance by the gov- 
ten miles of the 
railway as completed. 

Section 22. The lands are granted 
in fee simple and include all precious 
metals and all minerals. 


Section 23. The company must 
not discriminate in its rates by rail or 
steamboat. 

Section 24. Water available for 
hydraulic or placer mining on either 
the contractors lands or on govern- 
ment land shall be available under 
regulations by the governor in council. | 


Section 25. The contract is sub- 
ject to the approval of parliament.

THE BILL PASSED. 


An Ottawa despatch of the 10th 
inst. says: The long expectea division 
on the Yukon bill was reached at five 
o'clock this morning. Last night the 
debate was the most animated of the 
entire lot. To the marvel of the 
house, and the admiration of his 
friends, Sir Charles Tupper, who is 
approaching 77 years of age, made 
one of the most vigorous speeches of 
his life, lasting nearly three hours. 
McInnis and Casey moved the amend- 
ment on much the same line as 
Borden’s amendment, but it was ruled 
out of order. The debate was closed 
by a vigorous speech from Sir Richard 
Cartwright, of short duration, and 
Mr. Davis, Saskatchewan, supported 
the bill briefly and advocated the 
claims of the Prince Albert route. 


The first division on Borden’s amend- 
ment resulted in its defeat by 54 of a 
majority. Costigan, Hughes, Blan- 
chard and Bethune voted against it, 
and the liberals showed a solid.front. 


The vote on the main bill gave the 
government 39 of a majority, only 
Hughes and Blanchard, conservatives, 
voting for the bill, and Messrs. Oliver, 
McInnis and another liberal voting 
against it. Casey was absent. 


Many think the senate will hesitate 
before throwing out the bill. But it 
is difficult to state what the action 
will be.

Six of the 
party, namely Fugard, Fisher, Rowley, 
Crews, Prinderville and Speers, are 
preparing to start down the Peace in 
he spring, and continue by water.

At the erossing Mr. Farron met 
rilbert Volge, one of Jack Graham’s 
partners, who had returned to that 


point, Volge had no new information 
to impart other than what has already 
appeared. On the trip they killed 
four moose and secured $500 worth of 
fur. At Slave lake he also met Harry 
Garbitt, the third man in the Graham 
party. Garbitt was engaged by W. 
P. Taylor to accompany him on his 
exploring trip. Taylor had changed 
his plans and instead of striking 
northwesterly from the crossing, as he 
at first intended, was was going by the 
route travelled by Graham—north- 
westerly from St. John—only Taylor 
would of course continue on to Pelly 
banks, Graham it was understood had 


arrived at an understanding with the 
Fresno men to conduct them thrcugh 


to the Liard. 


A large number of Kiondike parties 
were met by Mr. Farron on his return. 
The first were the White and Grose 
parties who were encamped at Slave 
lake: About 27 miles this side of 
Swan river four outfits were camped. 
The Willis party were doing the road 
cutters’ work and had started to cu 
out the uncompleted portion of the 
trail to Swan river. The road cutters 
who left here to complete the work 
were met on the trail about twenty 
miles from their work. The “ Big 
Four” party were met about sixty 
miles north of the Athabasca. From 
that point in four or five parties and 
sometimes more were met every day. 
C. P. Braithwaite’s party were met 
thirty miles north of the Athabasca. 
and the Helpman party six miles the 
other side of Paddle river Mr. Farron 
brought in a large packet of mail from 
the parties met, which was posted in 
the Egg lake post office.

SPRING MIGRATION. 


The Chicago Daily News of March 
4th, says : 

Thirty five families from Kankakee, 
Bradley, Momence and vicinity, will 
turn their backs upon the prairie etate 
March 27th, and start for Alberta dis- 
trict, Nertuwest Territory, Canada. 

They will found a colony on the 
Saskatchewan river, six miles from 
Edmonton, a lively city of 3,000 people. 
Each colonist wiil receive 160 acres of 
land from the government and is guar- 
anteed 10,000 running feet of timber 
for buikling purroses. The land is 
rolling prainie and fertile, while timber 
is abundant. Wheat is the chief pro- 
duct and !ast year yielded 47 bushels 
to the acre. There are four months of 
winter, said to be not excessively coid, 
while the summers are beautiful. 

Fur-bearing animals are plentiful and 
a source of considerable revenue to the 
settlers "during the winter months. 
Gold is found in sufficient quantities in 
the river beds during low water in some 
localities to pay a man from 50 cents 
to $10 a day.

RAILWAY CHARTERS. 


The railway committee of the com- 
mons held its first business meeting of 
the session last Wednesday, ‘The first 
order was the application of the 
Hudson Bay and Pacific railway com- 
pany for an extension of the line from 
Edmonton to Yellow Head pass. Mr. 
Oliver, of Alberta, favored the bill, and 
Mr. Darcey Scott, of Ottawa, appeared 
as counsel. Col. Domviile opposed the 
application on the ground that it will 
parallel the Edmonton railway, which 
he himself promotes. The colonel’s 
contention was not agreed to, as it was 
pointed out that his road would run 
northwest from Edmonton, while the 
present scheme contempiates a road 
directly west. The minister of rail- 
ways objected to a charter to the Yel- 
low Head pass, as it might possibly in- 
terfere with the prcposal which the 
government may see fit to bring in to 
secure communication tc the Yukon by 
that route. On his suggestion this 
provisicn of the bill was accordingly 
Enocked out, and the measure then 
stood over till next meeting. There is 
every probability that the company 
will lave to be satisfied with an ex- 
tension of time for the completion of 
the road from Fort Churchill te Lake 
Athabasca, and from Fort Churchill to 
Edmonton.

miles below the mountains and where 
they saw the river,no rapids, but they 


did not go any distance up or down. 
Grub was certain to be scarce. They 
started about the 10th or 15th of 
November and between hunting and 
trapping reached St. John’s 26th 
January. 


They calculata that it is 220 miles 
more or less from St. Joln’s to the 
Liard. Harry and Gilbert passed 
here a few days ago and from them I 
got these few notes. You can rely on 
them. Harry has travelled in the 
vicinity about Lesser Slave lake and 
Peace river crossing, and says that 
the country there is an average of the 
route to the Liard. 


None of the impassabie muskegs 
always pictured when speaking of the 
overland route, but at the same time 
“no chicken-hearted or tenderfoot 
need apply.” This is the first time 
this route has been travelled through, 
and to Jack, the real Jack Graham, 
with his cayuses, along with Harry 
and Gilbert, the credit is due.” 


In a letter to his father, of even 
date with the one above quoted, Mr. 
Tate states, after a similar description 
of the trip: I know they have found 
something, because they are anxious 
to go back at once. They heard of 
miners boats being on the Liard some 
miles below them and it now turns 
out that Gilbert’s brother was a mem- 
ber of one of the parties. They say 
it will be no trouble to make a road 
from Peace river crossing straight to 
the head waters of the Pine, and on 
to the Nelson. One-third of | this 
route is prairie and requires no chop- 
ping and there is no brule (timber 
killed by fire) to cut. A wagon road, 
they say, is perfectly practicable to 
the Neison, without much work, but 
beyond that it is better for pack 
horses. There are too many small 
creeks which, while making good 
feed, would require to be corduroyed. 
The overland route is established 
beyond a doubt.
